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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . This application filed under former 37 CFR 1 .60 lacks the necessary reference to 
the prior application. A statement reading "This is a divisional of Application No. 
08/61 1,571, filed March 6, 1996...." should be entered following the title of the invention 
or as the first sentence of the specification. Also, the current status of all 
nonprovisional parent applications referenced should be included. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the final 2 lines of the 
abstract refer to purported merits of the invention. In line 6 of the abstract "lay r" should 
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be replaced with -layers-, and in line 8, "b" should be replaced with -be-. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.125(a) because many words in the specification have one or more letters missing 
from. For example, in line 22 of page 1 , "th" should be replaced with "the". In line 1 of 
page 2, "proc ss" should be replaced with "process", "possibl" should be replaced with 
"possible" and "in grated" should be replaced with "integrated". The specification is 
replete with this type of error. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 - 1 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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In line 10 of claim 1, "shifted to a lower wave number side from 520 cm" 1 " should 
be replaced with a phrase, such as, -lower than 520 cm" 1 -, lines 9 and 10 of claim 4 
and line 10 of claim 7 should be similarly amended. As claimed it appears as if there is 
an active change that occurs to a characteristic of the semiconductor film. The 
specification only discloses that the number is lower when compared to normal single 
crystal silicon (520 cm" 1 ), which does not have the distorted lattice. As cited, the claim 
does not accurately describe the invention, since this is not an active change occurring 
in the semiconductor film. 

In line 1 1 of claim 7, -with- or -having- should be inserted between "film" and 

no . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter upon resolving the above noted formal matters: The prior art does not teach, 
alone or in combination, a semiconductor device, "wherein a peak position of a Raman 
spectrograph is lower than 520 cm' 1 [shifted to a lower wavenumber side from 520 cm" 

Conclusion 

7. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The specification should be replaced and the claims amended as indicated 

above.
